down on Egypt Thursday night by cancelling a pre- 
vious offer to help finance the §1,300,000,000 Aswan Dam 
on the Nile River. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The House rejected Thurs- 


day an attempt by a supporter of President Eisenhower's 
civil rights bill to kill the controversial legislation. 


The 140 to 91 vote was preceded by a blunt warning to

As A Matter Of Choice 


When June drew to a close, expenditures for 


state government in Nebraska had climbed to 
an ail-time peak. The state treasurer bad paid 
out slightly more than SI 12 million in the last 
24 months, an average expenditure of $5 million 
•very 30 days, nothing breathtaking in these days 
of astronomical budgets but a real mouthful for 
Nebraska. 


Whether we like it or not, the mounting ex- 


pense of maintaining state activities even upon a 
rigid streamlined basis will force Nebraskans to 
give thought to broadening the tax base. We 
have been refusing to recognize the obvious. In 
the hypocrisy of more than a decade ago when 


we permitted a group in this state to sell us the 
"Whit<» Snot" campaign, we may have served Ne- 
braskans in a 
temporary 
sense 
but 
over 


the long pull we created an atmosphere detri- 
mental to full understanding of Nebraska needs. 


Unless we are to continue to commit ourselves 


to unbearable burdens on real estate, then it will 
be necessary for Nebraska to develop a more 
equitable tax structure. Up until now, no po- 
litical leadership has been willing to take on 
responsibility for advocating broadening of the 
tax base. Our most important business in Ne- 
braska is a courageous revision of the tax struc- 
ture. 


Not Good Statesmanship 


A front page editorial in the Bild Zeitung of 


Hamburg, Germany asking American occupa- 
tion troops to behave themselves — a politely 
couched criticism in which the paper did not ab- 
solve its own people, but yet did not minimize 
the growth of ugly friction—provides provender 
for a great deal of self-examination on this side 
of the Atlantic. 


There have been too many instances in recent 


months where tempers have flared and violence 
has ensued in clashes between Germans and 
CI's. 


The life of an occupying army is not an easy 


one. It can contribute to explosive ill feeling. 
Its individual members can be charged with a 
legion of offenses committed by others. 


In this instance it would be a mistake to at- 


tempt to separate the charges and to make vindi- 
cation the principal goal. 
That would settle 


nothing. It is more to the point to avoid further 
clashes. 
American GI's will serve their coun- 


try better by avoiding contention than to demon- 
strate American courage after 
getting em- 


broiled. 


Unquestionably the greater number of Amer- 


ican troops are getting on well enough with their 
German acquaintances. There is a volume of 
evidence that among many there are firm friend- 
ships. But a few Germans on the irreconcilable 
fringe and a few over-venturesome GI's spoil the 
picture. It is the duty of the American com- 
mand to avert meetings of those two. The Amer- 
ican people will be pleased to learn that quick 
and effective steps are to be taken. Occupation 
is a hard duty not a welcome one in America's 
way of thinking, but America likes to think of its 
forces abroad as one or two cuts in the deck bet- 
ter than average. 


What Of The Old Met? 


A generation ago the news that the Metro- 


politan Opera would cancel an entire season 
would call for heavy headlines and to most 
readers it would seem incredible. 


But this week that is just what the Met man- 


agers did- It was just a quiet short notice in the 
papers with the explanation that there was labor 
trouble. 


Back in 1943 there was a similar situation and 


the Met did DOC open on schedule. Some weeks 
later, after it had patched up its labor relations, 
it did open. 


It is oversimplifying it to say that a wage and 


hour dispute is the only difference between opera 
and no opera. There are other things the matter 
in music. Labor relaticris can be adjusted some- 
how. But the musical drift in the United States 
offers more difficult problems. 


Nothing has happened to top flight opera or to 


classical music. It is as highly refined and as 
rich M ever. But something is happening to 
America. It is becoming less and less dependent 
and attached to traditional European culture. A 
maturing country is inevitably seeking expres- 
sion of itself, less inclined to borrow artistic ex- 
perience; more impelled to have its own. 


American opera has also lost great singers in 


late years to less demanding fields whose re- 
wards are richer. Where this incipient defection 
iroin th» past •will lead requires the years ahead

Out here In this region of the great North 


American Plains in the months of June, July 
and August, Old Mother Nature can be both so 
beautiful and c« ugly. In Nebraska, where year 
la and out corn remains king but wheat and other 
•mall (rains are Vital to a stable farm economy, 
the most important days for the corn grower are 
between July 20, and the middle of August. Then 
cither the crop conies through to fulfill the 
promise of a bountiful harvest or falls short as 
a result of heat, drought and other unforeseen 
developments.

It is not difficult to understand those moods 


which weigh so heavily out on the farm. Just a 
year ago we chanced to be on the west coast 
visiting a daughter when the morning paper 
brought daily news of the continuing heat and 
growing damage to green, lush fields of corn in 


Nebraska. Except in the case 
of irrigated lands that fear of 
heavier total loss was con- 
firmed. Now it is not difficult to 
understand the feeling of any 


Nebraska farm family, awakening in the morn- 
ing sun, to glance out upon row after row of 
withered corn which before the close of day got a 
sentence of death from the scorching rays of the 
sun. Nor is it difficult to appreciate the thoughts 
of the farmer and his wife looking out over green 
corn fields under overcast skies, darkened by 
huge thunderheads, which suddenly spit chunks 
of frozen ice, destroying everything. 


* 
We become long accustomed to drought, the 


sizzling heat, and damaging storms in this 
•late. It is one of the hazards which the Ne- 
braska farm homes take in stride. And yet it 
nerer happens and we never read an account of 
It in the news columns but that we can feel a 
throb of sympathy lor the man on the land and 
his wife who IB a few minutes or at best the 
hours between sunup and sundown sees the hopes 
of his season disappear.. Farming in the region 
west of the Missouri is so a matter of faith— 
a faith in the goodness of good earth and also in 
the beniga behavior of old Mother Nature.

We hare been told by those old enough to 


know of that summer day in 1894 when the sun 
rose over Nebraska—angry and bitter—and the 
gale from out of the south literally was a re- 
minder of the breath 
of the furnace. Be- 


tween early morning and evening d a r k n e s s , 


hundreds of thousands of acres 
of promising corn in this state 
had been burned beyond recov- 
ery. 
The next year there was 


a most bountiful crop for those 


who had weathered the season in 1894. And it 
was in those two years that the late W. J. Bryan 
began what was one of the earlier farm upris- 
ings. Scarcity one season with scarcely a bushel 
of com from the farms' brown and parched fields 
—abundance and burstin" cribs the next—but a 
crop that brought the grower only ten cents a 
bushel.

to reveal and where the Met will wind up is a 
question for the future, too. 


But in these days when old and beloved insti- 


tutions die quietly with too few mourners the 
auguries are not reassuring. A country that 
hardly raises its eyebrows over the death of 
Ringling Brothers circus and scarcely recalls the 
dignity and the inflexible authority of the gold 
standard is one bound for far horizons and is not 
looking back. 


They Pay, Too 


One of the deeper national controversies pres- 


ently engaging public attention is the question 
of whether private power should be permitted 
to take over the resources of Hells Canyon in 
the Pacific Northwest or whether a better end 
could be served by federal development of the 
site. 


This breaks down into a definition of the pru- 


dence of permitting the nation's last great inland 
water resources to get limited development by 
private enterprise in the form of modest dams 
for the production of electric power. 
The al- 


.ternative is the grander concept of larger multi- 
purpose dams turning out proportionately more 
electrical energy and providing also for reclama- 
tion and floor control. 


Such a controversy 
brings 
from partisans 


shaded truths. An example lately was the as- 
sertion by private power partisans that federal 
construction would deprive governmental sub- 
divisions of substantial tax revenue. 
For the 


purpose of the truth about the truth, there is 
less to this argument than meets the eye. 
While most public power agencies do not pay 
taxes under the precise legal description of the 
term, they make payments "in lieu of taxes." 
The TVA last year distributed $11,000,000. Ne- 
braska's major public power distribution agency 
has almost from the outset distributed such pay- 
ments in equal or greater amounts than taxes 
formerly paid by the private power companies 
it replaced. The record should be kept clear. 


Political Logic 


Perhaps some of this apathy on the part of 


American citizens toward political subjects, re- 
flected in light turnouts on election day is not 
wholly the fault of the voter. It is sometimes 
too frustrating to dwell on matters that won't 
add up. 


An example is the circumstances surrounding 


current legislation on public housing. The Eisen- 
hower administration has' stoutly declared in 
favor of public housing, but President Eisen- 
hower asked Congress for only 35,000 low rental 
units a year—a number considerable below past 
levels. 
The Senate responded by hiking the 


authorization to between 50,000 and 200,000 units. 
The House as usual took a dim view of the whole 
subject and the measure will go to compromise. 
Now surprisingly enough the President's own 
public housing administrator wants less units 
than the Senate is willing to give. 
In other 


words the advocate is against that which he is 
advocating, and so is the administration. 


The given reason is hardly plausible., The ad- 


ministrator asserts the Senate authorization is 
more than communities will absorb. Perhaps it 
is, perhaps it isn't. But that is a matter for the 
communities to decide and certainly if they do 
not take all the units the excess appropria- 
tion will not be used up and no one will be hurt. 
The whole thing adds up to a total mix-up of 
logic and is strictly too much for the average 
voter who likes to think to a point.

WASHINGTON — Several days 


before he left for Panama, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower put in a phone 
call to Senate Democratic leader 
Lyndon Johnson and talked to him 
about various legislative problems, 
from the closing date of Congress 
to foreign aid. 


They also kidded each other 


about their cardiacs, both having 
had heart attacks. At the last grid- 
iron dinner Ike brought down the 
house when, referring to Johnson, 
he said: "My fellow cardiac." 


In phoning to Johnson, Eisen- 


hower's chief concern was get- 
ting his foreign aid bill passed. 
He also asked whether it was im- 
portant for him to be Ln Washing- 
ton when Congress adjourned, and 
wondered 
whether 
adjournment 


might take place before he left 
Panama. This proved to be im- 
possible. 


Finally, the President urged John- 


son to pass the executive pay raise 
bill at this session. 


Note — When Senator Morse of 


Oregon heard about this latter re- 
quest, he remarked: "This is where 
I came in." He recalled that on 
the closing day of Congress one 
year ago, White House aids had 
commandeered Vice President Nix- 
on's office just off the Senate 
chamber from which to button- 
hole senators to put across the 
executive pay raise bill. Their ac- 
tivity, caused Morse to remark: 
••If they worked as hard for the 
rest of the program as they do to 
get their salaries raised, they'd 
have more of the program passed." 


While the German lobby has 


been able to get a bill for the re- 
turn, of alien property before the 
full Senate, the one bill of vital 
concern to small business has been 
blocked in the Senate. It's the Pat- 
man ''equality of opportunity" bill. 


And though it passed the House 


of Representatives by the over- 
whelming vote of 396 to 3, power- 
ful big-business interests have been 
pulling wires to keep the bill from 
reaching the Senate floor. Once 
that bill reaches the floor, few sen- 
ators could vote against it. 


The bill, which prohibits price 


cutting whenever it tends to create 
a monopoly, is backed by thousands 
of small business firms all over 
the country—gas-station operators, 
retail grocers, food brokers, and 
others who have suffered 
from 


price cutting by the big chains and 
the big oil companies. 


Small business men gave over 


a thousand pages of testimony be- 
fore the House; over a thousand 
before the Senate. They showed 
that if the bill was not. passed, 
thousands of retail grocers operat- 
ing on a one-cent margin would be 
wiped out before the end of the 
year. 


They cited case after case where 


big companies had lowered prices, 
forced 
smaller 
competitors into 


bankruptcy, then, having secured 
a monopoly, raised prices. 


However, it looks as if the bill 


would now die in the Senate—for 
two reasons: the White House is 
quietly pulling wires to kill the 
bill. Second, Senator Johnson has 
passed out word that he only wants 
to consider must legislation. Demo- 
cratic Chairman Paul Butler has 
sent word to Senate Democratic 
leaders urging that they pass the 
bill, pointing out that the Demo- 
crats will not be able to pin the 
big business label on Eisenhower 
if it doesn't pass. 


However, the bill is still stymied. 


Democratic 
leaders 
have 
don* 


little to pry the bill loose, and 
Senator Eastland of 
Mississippi, 


chairman of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, has been dragging his heels.

Clean Election 


Bill Is Stalled 


WASHINGTON—Eighty-five sen- 


ators sponsored the clean elections 
bill in the wake of the natural gas 
lobby scandals and one is keeping 
it from reaching the floor. 


Senator Barry M. Goldwater of 


Arizona is adamant in his deter- 
mination to attach to the bill vari- 
ous prohibitions and restrictions on 
political spending by labor unions. 
Since the dead-broke Democrats 
depend on the unions to help them 
come within shouting distance of 
the well-endowed opposition, they 
feel they dare not risk letting the 
bill reach the floor.- 


When Goldwater gave notice of 


his intentions to the Senate, Dem- 
ocratic Leader Lyndon B. Johnson 
went into a candid huddle with Mi- 
nority Leader William F. Know- 
land. 


Johnson told Knowland that he 


had no. intention of snarling up ad- 
journment with a fighl forcing sen- 
ators to take what would be inter- 
preted as pro-labor or anti-labor

An ex am p le lately w as the as­ 
sertion by p riv ate p ower p artisans that federal 
construction would dep rive governm ental sub­ 
divisions of substantial tax revenue.

the eye. 
W'hile m ost p ublic p ow'er agencies do not p ay 
tax es under the p recise legal descrip tion of the 
term , they m ak e p aym ents "in lieu of tax es.” 
The TVA last year distributed $11,000,000. N e­ 
b ra sk a’s m ajor p ublic p ow er distribution agency 
has alm ost from the outset distributed such p ay­ 
m ents in equal or greater am ounts than tax es 
form erly p aid by the p rivate p ow er com p anies 
it rep laced. The record should be k ep t clear.

So the 
zoysia enthusiasts have tak en to 
sp raying their grass green. 


Now, there is no real objection 
to green grass. Peop le have gotten 
along with it for a great m any 
years, and without serious com ­ 
p laint. Even when it is dyed or 
p ainted green, only the p urest p ur­ 
ist — and p erhap s a cow or two 
that m ight not lik e the flavor— 
would object and nobody p ays any 
attention to p urLsits anyway, and 
not much attention to cows.

WheatVote 
Today In 
36 States 


Will Determine 
Quotas, Prices

WASHINGTON W — Nearly 
a 


million farmers will be eligible to 
vote in a 36-state referendum Fri- 
day on continuing federal market- 
ing quotas on the 1957 wheat crop. 


The quotas, which have 
been 


proposed under farm law by the 
Agriculture Department, are de- 
signed to keep present record-break 
ing surpluses of the grain from 
becoming larger. The controls have 
been in effect on wheat since 1954. 


At least two-thirds of the grow- 


ers voting must mark "yes" 
on 


their secret ballots for the control 
program .to become effective. 


Polling places will be set up in 


all wheat-producing 
localities in' 


three dozen states which the de- i 
partmcnt has designated as com- j 
mercial producing states. Exempt- 
ed are the minor-producing states 
of Alabama, Arizona, Connecticut, 
Florida, Louisana, Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, Mississippi, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island and Ver- 
mont. 
! 


In a similar referendum a year , 


ago, growers voted 77.3 per cent in j 
favor 
of quotas for 
this year's j 


crop. Officials said they expect a 
larger majority this year because 
less opposition has been expressed. 


Quotas would have the effect of 


restricting sales of wheat to the' 
quantity produced on 53 million,' 
acres allotted farmers. Before the' 
quotas were invoked in 1954, farm-i 
ers had planted upwards of 80 mil- | 
lion acres. Sales in excess of a | 
farm's quota would be subject to a 
penalty tax of about SI.03 a bushel, j 
which is a little more than half 
the current market price. 


Despite quota restrictions on the i 


past three crops, a wheat reserve i 
and surplus supply of about one! 
billion bushels has been accumu-1 
lated. Production this year is ex-1 
pected to be about 930 million bush- 
els — which in itself would just 
about cover anticipated market de- i 
mands.

Aside from the fact that farm-1 


ers have largely adjusted to the j 
quota program, there are two ec-'l 
onomic factors which will influence i 
their voting.

One is the fact that the govern- ' 


mcnt price support for the 1957!

ment's offer of sizeable payments 
to farmers for reducing plantings 
below allotments under the new soil 
bank program.

Eligible to vote will be farmers 


who intend to have more than 15 
acres of wheat for harvest next 
year.
